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CORN IN NARROW ROWS. "Farmers may get 
their best corn yields from fields plant- 
ed in narrow rows—perhaps as narrow as 
12 to 18 inches," growers were told dur- 
ing a Field Day at the Plateau Exp. Sta., 
Crossville, Tenn. 

Today's corn rows do not have to be 
cultivated (chemicals can do the job), so 
close-row corn makes sense from that 
angle, said W. L. Parks, Univ. of Tenn. 
agronomist. But he added that silage 
and corn-picking machinery might have to 
be re-designed to handle narrower rows. 


A NEW HYBRID IRISH POTATO has come out of 
breeding work at La. Exp. Sta. and the 
Plateau Exp. Sta., Crossville, Tenn. 
Named Catoosa, the new variety has been 
the top yielder at Crossville for three 
years; is resistant to common and late 
blights and has "good" resistance to 
scab. (Limited amount of seed for 1961.) 


THE CHEMICAL CRACKDOWN. National Agri- 
cultural Chemicals Assn. warns the U.S. 
that, "A continuous supply of wholesome, 
nutritious food at present day low prices 
is possible only with the proper use of 
pesticide chemicals. Recent unfounded and 
sensational publicity adverse to their 
use threatens both adequate food pro- 
Guction and many public health programs." 

(America Feed Manufacturers Assn. 
says Ike's recent statement should help 
the dangerous situation. ) 





AFTER THE WHEAT REFERENDUM, Agriculture 
Secretary Benson's comment was, “It is 
not surprising that 87% voted to cont inue 
market ing quotas and acreage allotments— 
to receive support at 75% of parity. 
There was no choice. The alternative was 
a program requiring the same planting 
controls—but supports at only 50% of 
parity." (Less than 20% of the eligible 
wheat producers took the trouble to vote.) 


MOST OF THE GRAIN ELEVATOR and storage 
warehouse operators who have been storing 
price-supported grain in the past are 
Sticking with it at the new, 19%-lower 
U.S. storage rate. More than 98% of the 
grain storage space covered by last 
year's contracts to store surplus CCC 
grains has been renewed for another year 
or more.

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WHEN THE SCARECROW FAILED, a group of 
South Carolina farmers turned to noise- 
makers to scare crows from melon fields.

YOU'LL HAVE UNTIL SEPTEMBER 30 to file 
claims for refund of federal tax on So- 
line used for farming purposes. Claims 
may be filed by farm owners, tenants or 
operators. Refund will be three cents per 
gallon on gas purchased between July 1 and 
October 1, 1959. On gasoline purchased 
after October 1 (up to July, ‘'60), re= 
fund is four cents per gallon. 


LIQUID FERTILIZER mixture with pesticide can 
be smart idea for cotton farmers and 
others. Olin Mathieson Chemical Co. is 
trying it with DDI-methyl parathion-urea 
mixture in water. Whole mixture is then 
sprayed on cotton (fertilizers such as 
ammonium nitrate would probably burn the 
leaves) during insect-control season. 
Applying 2,4=-D to corn with liquid 
nitrogen as topdressing, has more than 
doubled the yield per acre of corn silage 
in research at the Piedmont, N. C. Exp. 
Sta. Upped yield to 25 toms per acre. 
The 2,4-D killed broadleaf weeds; $3 nitro- 
gen burned out grass. 








SLICK IDEA other crop farmers might use 
is one being tried by two South Carolin- 
ians. Both grow cotton and tobacco, so 
they combine their operations; one takes 
care of all the tobacco on both farms, 
the other takes care of all cotton. Cuts 
down on machinery costs, and each can 
concentrate on the crop he manages best. 


SMARTEST NEW IDEA in college training for 
farm youths is the new “agribusiness” 
course now being offered by Fresno 
(Calif.) State College. The four-year, 
agriculturally-slanted Western college is 
setting a pattern others might copy:

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Straight Talk 


OUTHERN Conservatives (and American patriots any- 

where) who stay in the Democrat Party remind me of 

the two skeletons in the closet.

Nixon is lesser-of-evils. Lesser-of-evils is a wasted vote. 
Voting for lesser-of-evils is an endorsement of evil. There 
is no way to win, voting for lesser-of-evils. You are 
silencing your voice, disinfranchising yourself if you vote 
for lesser-of-evils. 

I'm not sure a Kennedy victory would be catastrophic. 
Just like I'm not sure the nation wouldn’t have been better 
off if Norman Thomas had been elected in 1932, or Steven- 
son in 1952. These candidates are for what they call 
“human rights,” the brotherhood of man, the welfare state. 
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They are for international Socialism, although some haven't 
the courage to call it that. If Thomas, Stevenson, or 
Kennedy or their like should get a chance to install 
their all-powerful federal state, then the people would have 
a choice. An opposition party would arise. (Of course, 
we might never be able to unscramble the Socialist egg.) 
As it is, there is no real opposition party. Both major parties 
are infiltrated, dominated and owned by Socialists, one- 
worlders, welfarers and fellow travelers. 
Installment Plan Surrender 

We can’t save America by dragging our feet to slow down 
the Socialist toboggan. We can’t win by choosing lesser-of- 
evils, by giving-in a little at a time, by surrendering our 
freedom piecemeal, by defaulting each succeeding skirmish 
as it occurs. In fact, it may be better to join full-scale battle 
now—win or lose—than to surrender on the installment plan. 
Otherwise, there'll be no final major battle to win. Just the 
firing squad. I believe in staying in any organization—and 
that includes my church—only so long as there is a chance to 
save it. The Democrat Party is not even worth talking about 
saving. Evidently Senator Goldwater thinks he can save the 
Republican Party. A party owned by Nixon, Dewey, Percy, 
Rockefeller, Lodge, Keating, Rogers, Javits—can't be saved 
from Socialism. Goldwater has as much chance of re- 
turning the Republican Party to Americanism, Constitu- 
tionalism and states rights as Neville Chamberlain had at 
Munich. 

A platform is worth no more than the man who runs on it. 
And that makes both platforms virtually valueless. A plat- 
form is like a wedding dress: used only once, and even then 
it sometimes flies false colors. 

I went to both conventions. Delegates at both had this 
obvious characteristic: The Party comes first. Many of them 
would support a Castro-Cyrus Eaton ticket if it would get 
the most votes. The delegates of both parties are primarily 
self-seeking politicians, influence peddlers and limelight 
junketeers without the integrity or the courage to buck 
the tide. Letting these people decide who should save our 
country in these times is like letting Beverly Aadland be 
Housemother in a boys’ dormitory. 


Don’t Waste Your Vote! 

In some states it is relatively easy to get somebody to 
vote for on the ballot—an independent candidate or un- 
pledged independent electors. Your clean-cut dissent in this 
way makes your voice heard. 

If Kennedy or Nixon can be kept from getting a majority 
in the Electoral College, the election would be thrown into 
the House of Representatives. 

There could be 57 free electors from the South. It takes 
269 electoral votes to elect a ticket. In 1948, if those 57 
votes had been taken away from Truman, he'd have been 20 
votes short. In that event, the House could have elected 
Strom Thurmond President. Unlikely? Yes. But there is a 
small chance. And I'll take that, however small, in prefer- 
ence to voting lesser-of-evils. 

Some people say a Third Party can’t be successful. That's 
not true. The most successful political party in this country 
is the Socialist Party. It hasn’t lost aa election since 1932.

COTTONCAST. 
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THE PRESENT COTTON program may not be the 
answer to all things, but—coupled with a 
realistic export program—it has accom- 
plished all that it set out to do in its 
first year of operation. Lower prices and 
a rising economy have raised domestic 
offtake to better than 9,000,000 bales 
in the year ending July 31, 1960, a gain 
of nearly half a million bales. Exports, 
under a program ‘which made American cot- 
ton competitive abroad once more, have 
been 7,000,000 bales, compared with less 
than 3,000,000 in the previous year. 

The carry-over—surplus if you like 
to call it that—has been reduced by a 
million bales, as offtake exceeded pro- 
duction by that much. What is more im- 
portant to the taxpayer—the stocks of 
CCC cotton have been reduced by more “than 
2,000,000 bales, while every other com- 
modity has been building up new and more 
costly surpluses. 








THE PROSPECTS for the 1960-61 season just 
beginning are bright. Domestic consump- 
tion should hold up and export should be 
at least 6,000,000 bales. The rapid eco- 
nomic rise abroad, the rapidly rising 
standard of living require more and more 
textiles. Cotton, if priced right, can 
win its share of the improving market. 





THE SIZE of the 1960 crop remains to be 
seen, but it is extremely doubtful that 
it will equal the average yield per acre 
of last season, except in the irrigated 
areas of the Far West. It probably will 
be no more than 15,000,000 bales of 500 
pounds gross weight, and very likely will 
be less. Remember that the August esti- 
mate, made for a crop that averages two 
weeks late, is based on hope. It will be 
October before the estimate reflects ac- 
tual production. 


WITH THE CCC stocks held off the market 
at 115% of the Choice B loan, this means 
that there will be a place for every bale 
grown this year, if it is spinnable cot- 
ton that has not been damaged in harvest, 
in drying, ginning and cleaning. Both 
domestic and foreign mills require cottons 
of high tensile strength, uniform fibers, 
a minimum of short and broken fibers. 
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@ Cotton surplus is down 
@ Grade no longer the quality guide 
@ Chemicals and machines take over 


The new high-speed spinning machine ree 
quires such cotton, the new chemical 
processes which provide drip dry and 
other qualities require it. The farmer 
must supply the cottons needed, if he is 
to s stay in business. 

Pick with as little trash as possi- 
ble. Gin with the greatest care. And, 
above all, don't permit the ginner to dry 
the cotton to the point that the ginning 
process breaks many of the fibers and 
makes the rest brittle and weak. Grade 
is no longer the guide for quality. With 
the 1960 loan differences narrowed con- 
Siderably, the loss in weight, the loss 
in character of the fiber will, in most 
instances, offset any price gain that can 
be had from over-drying and over-ginning. 
This applies to the Choice A farmer as 
well as the Choice B. The A cotton—and 
there is much more of it than B—goes 
into the market and establishes the repu- 
tation of American cotton at ao and 
abroad. Keep spinning qualities high. 


THE REVOLUTION of cotton is progressing 
as rapidly on the farm as in the mills. 

On the farm, chemicals are rapidly closing 
the gap in the fight to control weeds and 
grasses, and, if and when an effective 
means of controlling weevils is found, it 
will likely be some chemical. 


BUT THAT IS NOT THE END. Means are being 
sought to control the set of cotton, to 
retain the bolls and squares that are 
now "normally" shed. Chemicals already 
make possible the survival of most cot- 
ton seedlings, making possible accurate 
hill dropping and eliminating the need 
for chopping. Mechanization is on the 
rise. This year, for the first time, it 
is probable that 50% of the crop will be 
harvested by mechanical pickers. 


THIS GREAT USE of machinery does not mean 
the end of the family farmer. It can 
mean his survival. Already the coopera- 
tive purchase of a picker by two or three 
farmers is rather common, and the trading 
back and forth of the other necessary 
equipment is a means of cutting costs.

SH-H-H-H-H! Keep it quiet! 

Because if REA gets wind of this new development 
they'll be turning on the heat—through their million-dollar 
lobby in Washington (NRECA)—to get money out of the 
tax till to “put a phone in every barn.” The possibility is 
in reach. 

New developments in communications will soon be able 
to do for farms everywhere what earlier, more expensive 
“intercoms” have done for hospitals, schools, offices and 
factories. And in the era ahead—where ease, speed and 
over-all efficiency have everything to do with getting the 
most out of high priced labor to make a profit—fast farm 
communications may be more important to business-type 
farmers than you now realize. 

You call the house, or shop, to send a tool or replace- 
ment part for a broken-down piece of equipment—instead 
of sending or going for it while a crew of men waste man 
hours. You answer, even place, important phone calls with- 
out having to go to the house. You get messages from the 
house, through speakers, without having to stop what you 
are doing, even to pick up a receiver—and send messages 
the same way. 

At least one company has even made a pocket phone 
(radio) you take to the field with you. 

It's nothing new for some of our “windshield farmers” 
to have a phone in their Cadillac or their private plane. 
They've een using them for years. But a farm intercom 
within the financial reach of a family-sized farm business 
is something else again. 

A completely new communications system is announced 
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by American Telephone and Telegraph—was first demon- 
strated on a farm in New York state, and more recently for 
farm editors at a meeting in Memphis, Tenn. 

The new system combines the household telephone with 
a wide range of intercommunication aids. It was developed 
by the Bell Telephone System. It’s called the “Farm Inter- 
phone.” 


It provides telephone connection between such farm in- 
stallations as the house, barn or other buildings and se- 
lected outdoor work areas. It functions through standard 
telephones equipped with special loudspeaker- microphones. 

Over the past five years it has been tested on more 
than 100 farms; and has proved to be far more than a 
mere family convenience. 

The system teams up the telephone’s usual role of hand- 
ling outside calls with the ability to handle messages around 
the farmstead. You can talk from or to any interphone 
set, either broadcast or in private. It offers hand-free an- 
swering, paging a person to the phone and the ability to 
“monitor” barn and selected outdoor areas at all times to 
protect people, property and livestock. (Warning: wives 
can even “tune in” on conversations in the barn, unless your 
barn set is turned off.) 


The system can give you a constant check on conditions 
all around the place. Some sounds the makers suggest that 
you can pick up, are noises by a sick animal, an injured 
farm hand, children at play, a fox in the chicken house, 
running machinery “acting up” and others. 
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The monitoring feature—through which you listen in on 
activity throughout the farm—is especially important at 
night when all members of the family are in the house. 
Farmers who have tried the monitor report that it saves 
trips to check on conditions outside and in out buildings. 
Either times, it alerts you to unsuspected dangers. 

A special bell ringer, mounted in a separate housing, is 
provided at the “main station.” Touched off by the ringing 
of an incoming call from outside, clapper of the bell makes 
a contact which causes a tone signal to go over all loud- 
speakers. This enables the ring to be heard throughout the 
farm. 

The basic outfit consists of a master phone in the house, 
an extension in the barn or other outbuilding and a two- 
way loudspeaker located in the barnyard. Each set has 
a button you switch to cut it off the intercom for use as a 
regular phone. (Additional phones and loudspeakers are 
available.) 

The housewife in the kitchen can hold outside calls on 
the line while she talks over the intercom to find her 
husband. Her voice goes wherever a “station” is located 
—in the barn, dairy, poultry house or shop, and by loud- 
speaker to the barnyard, orchard or field. The farmer can 
hear and answer back without stopping work or touching 
any part of the communications set-up—and the wife can 
relay his message. 

“Conference calls” also are possible with- two or more 
persons at various locations on the farm talking to an 
outside party, but two parties can use the telephones and 
keep their conversation private. 

Farm Interphone will be offered in selected markets this 
fall, and will be extended to other areas gradually until it 





is available throughout the Bell System by early next year. 
Estimates on cost of service (basic unit) are from $8 to $12 
a month. 


Globe Electronics has gone another step, with the farmer 
in mind—they built a “pocketphone” you can take with you 
“just anywhere” within limited range. It’s actually a small 
two-way radio, for use tractor-to-barn-to-house, or field-to- 
field. The “phone” is no wider than a pack of cigarettes and 
less than twice as tall. 

Effective range is roughly one mile under average con- 
ditions. Where surrounding noise is a factor, or privacy a 
must, you can use plug-in earphones. 

The radio operates off a “power-pak” battery which is 
supposed to last a year or more. Whole package is available 
throughout the country for about $125. {End} 
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“HUMANE SLAUGHTER” ACCEPTED. More than 
two-thirds of the nation's livestock 
Slaughtering establishments under Fed- 
eral Meat Inspection are now using ap- 
proved humane methods for slaughter of 
one or more species of meat animals, ac- 
cording to USDA. Report is that 554 of 
the 530 federally inspected plants ts had 
converted all, or part, of their slaught- 
ering to one or more of the designated 
"humane methods" by July 1l.

BEEF SLAUGHTER so far this year has been 
about 11% greater than last year—ex- 
plaining why cattle prices have been 
"drifting" downward this year, and prob- 
ably will remain soft through this fall. 
Real danger sign—heavy marketings from 
the range areas of the Western states— 
hasn't developed this summer, however. 





CARRYING OFF-SEASON LAMBS through the 
winter on cool season pastures doesn't 
look like a worthwhile practice in Miss. 
Exp. Sta. tests. Grazing the "carry-over" 
or western-origin lambs from November 
through March on oats pasture alone has 
produced a "profit" per acre of as little 
as $1.60. However, in better years, it 
has brought in as much as $16.54 an acre. 
Combining ryegrass or a legume with 

the small grain for grazing hasn't helped; 
average daily gains sometimes haven't 
even been as good. But supplementing the 
grazing with a half pound of corn daily 

per lamb has helped. Extra gains that way 
ol been more than enough to repay the cost 
of the grain—sometimes doubling the 
"profit" per acre.

A 4-H course in caution 


for young, would-be drivers

N July 14, a group of 15 young boys 

and girls, ages 15-18, met at the 

H. C. Newton home in Scotland 

County, N. C. for a hazard hunt. 
Led by a smart young highway patrolman, the group spread 
out in the community to find and identify hazards on the 
roads that spell danger to drivers. 

The hazard hunt is not just a new form of community 
project; it is one lesson of a series of 36 designed to teach 
young people in rural areas how to live on the highways. 

Over 25,000 young people in 30 states are enrolled in 
this 4-H Automotive Care and Safety program. 

The program goes further than to teach just highway 
safety. Classes are held down to 15 students so the train- 
ing can be individualized. Instructors are men and women 
considered expert in their fields. 

Highway patrolmen, car salesmen, safety officials, doc- 
tors, judges and others are used to train the young drivers. 

The first year’s course, composed of 12 lessons, gives 
students a run down on the role of the auto; accident figures 
showing that over 39,000 deaths, 1,400,000 injured and 
property damage exceeding the billion dollar mark are the 
annual costs of accidents. 

The second year course deals with basic service and 
maintenance and operation of an automobile. The third year 
course covers the efficient operation of a car. 

Most community projects are either in the first or second 
year series, and are far enough along to indicate that the 
program has appeal to youngsters and is paying off in 
better driving. 
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One young student who is already driving said: “I still 
don’t always follow the rules, but I do believe that the 
course has helped me follow them more often, and it has 
made me more aware of the danger.” 

This same young man demands the attention of his fellow 
students when he gives a talk on dangers of certain type 
roads and interchanges. 

What the program is likely to mean if its influence is 
allowed to spread is hard to tell at this point. But, 
Major C. A. Speed, head of highway safety for the North 
Carolina Highway Patrol, thinks enough of the possibilities 
to wish that every young person could take the course. 

“We can’t buy safety,” he said. “Only through training 
and application of that training will we be able to cut down 
on the destruction by auto. These young people, with their 
training and by the example they set, will have a tremendous 
effect on the driving habits of a community.” 

Major Speed isn’t alone in his praise. State 4-H Leader 
L. R. Harrell, in Raleigh, local adult leaders, businessmen 
and other individuals and groups have thrown their support 
behind the movement. 

The project has been very carefully planned. The Na- 
tional 4-H Foundation, cooperating with Extension and 
other agricultural agencies under a grant from the Auto- 
motive Safety Foundation, drew up the details. 

In 1956, Unit 1 was offered to 30 states for pilot testing 
in one county in each state. Today the program has spread 
to 603 counties, and is being conducted as a 4-H project 
under sponsorship of Firestone Tire and Rubber Company.

“We Like the Government 
Loan Prugram 


ERY few people ever ask a 
cotton farmer the kind of government 
program he would like. 

We would like a straight loan pro- 
gram, with the support high enough 


that the average cotton farmer would 
have a good opportunity to make a 
profit. An opportunity, not a guar- 
antee; a program that will let us sell 
our cotton through cotton merchants 
to mills, and at a price that will let 
the domestic mills make a fair profit 
—so we will be competitive with other 
fibers. 

(We cannot agree that government 
has a responsibility to support any 
group to the extent of assuring profits 
for “average” effort.—Ed.) 

We like a straight loan program, 
without limitations on loans, as under 
(present) loan programs. The farmer 
raising a quality bale of cotton can 
sell his cotton above the loan, norm- 
ally; and if all his cotton does not 
sell at harvest time, the farmer can 
use the loan to carry his cotton until 
spring or to the next August 1. This 
gives him an opportunity to sell his 
cotton over a longer period, and not 
have to dump it on the market at 
harvest time. If not sold by August 1, 
the government takes title to it, if 
the Secretary of Agriculture so desires. 

We like the straight loan program 
because about two-thirds of the cot- 
ton crop will by-pass government own- 
ership. Or if part of the two-thirds 
does go into government hands, it 
will come out again at absolutely no 
cost to the taxpayer—all charges and 
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cost, plus interest, must be paid by 
the purchaser or farmer redeeming 
the cotton up to August |. 

(You're assuming the market price 
would climb above loan level. If it 
didn’t, no redemption; and government 
would get it all—Ed.) 

To go with this straight loan pro- 
gram, we would like a cotton export 
program, very much like the one we 
have now, a program that will move 
about five million bales a year on the 
average. For 1960 such a program 
will take about $30 a bale on the ex- 
port part of the crop, or six cents a 
pound; and the six cent basis has al- 
ready been announced. On five mil- 
lion bales, the export subsidy would 
be about $150 million dollars. 

(Should government spend $150 
million a year—even if that were all 
—to export each crop?—Ed.) 

We believe a straight loan program 
with adequate export program would 
be much cheaper than the present 
program, four or five times as cheap 
as the “Compensatory Payment” plan, 
and much more satisfactory to the 
farmers, cotton merchants and ex- 
changes. Maybe not to the mills; but 
the mills, too, will do well under it. 

We believe that a straight loan pro- 
gram should always be coupled with 
acreage control. We had price sup- 
ports in 1937 with no controls. And 
cotton farmers planted about 26 mil- 
lion acres — raised over 18 million 
bales. That crop created a surplus 
of cotton that was carried until the 
two wars. During those wars—World 
War II and Korean—the government 
sold all the cotton stock it wished to; 
in the 20-year period of cotton pro- 
grams from 1933 through 1952, the 


government made $668 million dol- 
lars profit on its CCC cotton. 

(Thanks to the two wars.—Ed.) 

In 1950, there was a world demand 
for cotton, and we American cotton 
farmers were not allowed to sell our 
cotton into the world markets. World 
price for cotton in 1950 was over a 
dollar a pound; yet our government 
made us take a price in the 30 to 40 
cent range for our cotton. 

In 1953, we were in good shape 
supply-wise, but again we were given 
price supports with no controls; we 
raised over 16 million bales of cot- 
ton. We carried that surplus until we 
started the export programs. 

(We agree government must control 
what it supports.— Ed.) 

We like the straight loan program 
because when American cotton prices 
and world cotton prices reach approx- 
imately the same level —we cotton 
farmers will have the benefit of price 
supports; but our program will not 
cost the taxpayers of America. 

(We can’t agree. Reader Gallemore 
is still assuming market price equal to 
loan price. It never would be. Like 
many others, he assumes cotton mar- 
kets would go to pot without gov- 
ernment protection. FARM AND 
RANCH agrees that this is the case so 
long as the bundlesome surplus hangs 
over the market. We have never ad- 
vocated throwing the whole thing 
open—free plant, free market, supply 
and demand—until something is done 
to protect the farmer from this na- 
tional surplus accumulated by gov- 
ernment programs. Our contention has 
been—and is—that we should work 
out of this situation, instead of per- 
petuating it.—Ed.)

armer Credit Unions? 


Do they offer an opportunity you may be missing? 


WELVE percent interest? Isn’t that pretty steep for a farm production 

loan? Well, yes, in a way. That’s what Houston Milk Producers’ Fed- 

eral Credit Union charges its borrowers among its 860 members, on 
any loan of less than $1,500. 

But look at that interest rate again, and compare it with the 6% or 8% 
you may think you've been paying the bank or finance company. Suppose 
you're scheduled to pay it off in installments of $50 a month for two years, 
on a loan of $1,200. Usually you'd pay a total interest of at least $144 (at 
6%), more often $192—plus carrying charges, if it’s a finance company. 

That’s because you pay interest on the entire amount for the entire term 
(often even if you repay the loan ahead of schedule)—although you will 
have actually borrowed only $1,150 after the first month, $1,100 after the 
second month, and so on. 


But at the credit union’s “steep” 12% in “true” (declining balance) in- 
terest, you pay only on the unpaid balance. You'd pay only $150 interest 
if you paid on schedule, less if you paid off some ahead of time. (A few 
farm implement companies and some banks also do their financing this 
“fair” way—but it’s rare.) 

If you borrowed more than $1,500 from the credit union, the rate would 
drop to 9% for auto or dairy equipment purchase loans, 742% for any 
other loans over $1,500. Suppose you borrowed $2,400 to buy a new car, 
to be repaid to the credit union at $100 a month. On schedule, you'd pay 
about $210 interest. How much would you pay your finance company or 
bank for the same loan? An apparent 8%? That'd be at least $384, plus 
carrying charges, if any. 

That’s how the Houston (Tex.) credit union has become lender of nearly 
$1.2 million—and depositor of more than $1 million of its members’ sav- 
ings (average: about $1,465 per member). Its “customers” are about half 
of the dairymen who make up the South Texas (Milk) Producers Assn.— 
plus some employees of the association. 


The Houston union is probably the oldest (it was established in 1936), 
most efficient and largest of its kind, and one of a handful of such farmer- 
owned credit unions in the South-Southwest. One of the newest: Texas 
Dairymen’s Federal Credit Union, “sister” to the Houston unit because its 
membership is made up only of dairymen of the North Texas (Milk) Produc- 
ers Assn. One of the most diversified: The Hereford, Tex., Federal Credit 
Union. Some of its members are dairymen, some crop farmers, and so on. 

As a savings bank, the Houston union currently pays an unexciting but 
worthwhile 414 %—a little less than some commercial savings associations 
are paying, more than banks pay, and a little better than many other credit 
unions. Most savings deposits in the Houston union are through regular 
deductions (voluntary, of course) from each milk check. That’s the biggest 
boon for the “average” farm family, whose cash always burns a whole in 
the pocket. (And who doesn’t have a hard time saving money any other 
way?) The Houston union also offers some (Continued on opposite page)

other conveniences most commercial savings associations 
can't, like being able to make withdrawals by mail. 

Any credit union does have to accumulate a working fund 
of member savings before it can start making loans—al- 
though it is permitted (under the Federal Credit Union Act 
which controls such groups) to lend out more money than is 
on deposit. (The union borrows the difference, at 4% to 
42% interest, from banks, etc.) And, of course, the union 
has to start making loans as soon as it can, to earn the 
interest to pay depositors. How “busy” it keeps the de- 
posit reserves, and how secure and well-placed its loans are 
to members, decides how much interest it can pay on de- 
posits. That’s why it takes a highly-skilled full-time man- 
ager (or treasurer), or managing director and competent 
member-directors to keep the union well in the black. The 
Houston union’s expert treasurer, A. M. Davis, a former 
loan official of General Motors Acceptance Corp., man- 
ages the union’s loans like the shrewdest banker. Obviously, 
it takes a large membership to make a credit union go, too. 

The Hereford (Tex.) union is one of the best examples 
of a true rural credit union. Most of its members are farm 
folks, because the requirement is that members must live 
in Deaf Smith County, or within 25 miles of Hereford. 
There’s no check deduction setup to feed members’ deposits 
into this one; its nearly $2 million in deposits from 3,733 
members show how much they like it. And, of more than 
$11 million in loans which the union has made, less than 
$13,000 has been lost to “bad debts”—another tribute to 
good management, by efficient, grandmotherly treasurer- 
manager Mrs. Dyathia Benson. 

Extra features of the Hereford union are its generous edu- 
cational loans (for college or special training courses) at 


loans. They're made for 1% per month for the first six 
months, 34 of 1% per month for the next six months, then 
Y%2 of 1% for the remainder of the loan period. 

Credit unions are old stuff to a lot of city folks—because 
it’s easy for a large corporation’s employees to organize one. 
(There are more than 18,000 of them in the U. S.—with a 
total of more than 10 million members.) Among farmers, 
they're an opportunity often overlooked—because it takes a 
group like the two Texas milk producers associations to get 
one going. Uncle Sam has a hand in the credit unions— 
but not a very heavy one, and not to subsidize them in any 
way. (Even banks operate under federal controls, remem- 
ber.) Federal regulation of the unions is mostly just to 
keep them from being embezzled or mismanaged into bank- 
ruptcy. 

The Federal Credit Union Act does lay down some limita- 
tions and requirements for a union—such as that “mem- 
bership is limited to persons having a common bond of 
occupation or association, and to groups within a well-de- 
fined . . . community or rural district.” And the Bureau 
of Federal Credit Unions does carefully supervise and pe- 
riodically examine all activities of any federally-chartered 
union. But union members elect their own management, and 
can largely make their own rules. 

Safe? Well, less than two-tenths of 1% of all loans made 
by all Federal Credit Unions have been “bad debts.” And 
the union’s funds are always kept deposited in a bank, and 
insured by FDIC. How much safer could you want?

HAND SAWS rusty? Wet steel wool 
with a rust solvent and rub the rusty 
spots off. Use a plastic or rubber 
mallet to hammer out kinks. Protect 
teeth by keeping saw in a rack, or 
by covering teeth with a piece of rub- 
ber hose split lengthwise. 


RUSTY FILES—or those that are 
clogged with wood and metal—are 
easy to renew. Brush them lightly with 
full-strength muriatic acid (you can 
buy it at drug stores). Follow after 
five minutes with a clean water wash. 
Then neutralize acid with solution of 
soda and water. Rinse again in water, 
dry, oil, and the file is ready to use. 


“TIN” the point of your soldering iron 
or gun with silver solder, and the 
solder won't burn off, even if you for- 
get and leave the iron plugged in too 


long. It won't get hot enough to melt 
the silver tinning off. That way, you 
don’t wear out the tip prematurely by 
filing it to re-tin each time excess 
heat has burned off the regular tin- 
ning. 


DRILLING a hole with brace and bit? 
Place a rubber band around the bit 
at the depth you want the hole. Drill 
until the rubber band reaches the sur- 
face of the wood. This does away with 
guesswork, and the hole can be drilled 
in one operation. 


BROKEN WINDOW? A temporary 
replacement can be made from a wire 
screen dipped in fresh, white shellac 
that has been thinned. Dipped into 
the shellac so it fills all the spaces 
between the wires, the screen will dry 
to allow light to come through.

How Good 


is Concrete 
for Feedlots? 


CONCRETE feedlots for steers have 
paid off for the University of Arkansas 
at its Cotton Branch Experiment Sta- 
tion near Marianna in eastern Ark- 
ansas. 

In tests just completed, steers fed 
on concrete have gained 54 more 
pounds and brought $25.89 more a 
head than steers fed on sod lots. The 
252-day feeding period was from Sep- 
tember 28 to June 6. Steers fed on 
concrete required 10.02 pounds of 
feed per pound of gain, compared to 
11.10 pounds for animals fed on sod. 

Dr. Maurice L. Ray, animal hus- 
bandman, summarizes the tests this 
way: 

“Not only did steers fed on con- 
crete gain faster, they required less 
feed per pound of gain and less labor 
at feeding time. They also graded 
higher on foot, sold for a higher price 
per pound, produced more choice car- 
casses and had a higher market value 
and carcass yield.” 


The steers averaged about 500 
pounds when they went into the feed- 
lot. The 40 head on concrete gained 
an average of 473 pounds each, com- 
pared to 419 pounds each for the 40 
head in Bermuda grass sod pens. 

Dr. Ray says that the additional 
gain alone will pay for the cost of 
concrete paving in a year or two. 
“This does not include the conveni- 
ence of paved lots. Regardless of wet 
weather, we fed the steers on con- 
crete with a truck. At times, the sod 
lots were so muddy, we had to feed 
with a tractor and trailer. This some- 
times doubled the time and labor re- 
quired,” he remarked. 

He attributes the slower gains of 
steers on sod to wet weather. Gains 
dropped in February and March and 
again in May during rainy spells. 
Steers fed on concrete had the ad- 
vantage of some shelter. 


Ten steers (five Herefords and five 
Angus) were fed in each lot. The sod 
lots contained 2% acres, or “% acre 
per steer. The concrete lots contained 
800 square feet, or 80 square feet per 
steer. The confined area of the con- 
crete lots may have accounted some 
for the better gains, Dr. Ray com- 
mented. 
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POULTRY: 


What’s Wrong 
With Eggs? 


WHAT'S wrong with egg consumption 
in the country? It has been dropping 
off rapidly; for 1960 it’s estimated 
at 324 eggs per person (per year). 
This is the lowest in nearly 20 years, 
and a drop of nearly 20% from the 
peak level of consumption, Cornell 
University researchers L. B. Darrah 
and R. C. Baker told a July meeting 
of poultrymen in Memphis. 

What has caused it? Darrah and 
Baker have made a survey of con- 
sumers to find the “major barriers to 
egg consumption.” In percentage of 
families reporting each as a “barrier,” 
they are: 

Prefer foods other than eggs 24% 

Not enough time to prepare 

egg dishes 18% 

Don't like taste of eggs 15% 

Children don't like eggs 13% 

Doctor’s orders not to eat eggs 12% 

Darrah and Baker conclude that 
“there’s real opportunity to develop 
products using eggs which not only 
are new, but represent convenience 
items for the housewives to use.” Some 
poultry products being developed or 
already in the markets, which may 
help overcome some “barriers” to 
poultry consumption: 

@ Frozen, pre-packaged French 
toast. 

@ Packaged young roasters. 

@ Pre-cooked, packaged Easter 
eggs.

FRESH frozen poultry could account 
for over 51% of the broilers sold by 
supermarkets in less than five years, 
panelists told an audience at the final 
convention session of the APHF

physical task of obtaining adequate 
refrigerating equipment would be too 
large to overcome in that short time. 

All panelists appeared in agreement 
that it would be a good move in behalf 
of broiler market stability if the in- 
dustry switched to the fresh frozen 
product, as compared with the present 
emphasis on fresh killed, ice-packed 
poultry.

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eauty that blooms all year... 


RIED flower arrangements can be as gay 

and colorful as fresh flowers, and they 
have the advantage of lasting for many months. 
And collecting the flowers, leaves, grasses and 
seed pods is fascinating. With the whole family 
on the lookout for new and interesting ma- 
terials, gathering them becomes a year-around 
pastime. 

It’s fun, too, to grow many of the plants in 
your own yard; then you can enjoy them fresh 
during the blooming season, and use them all 
winter in lovely dried arrangements for your 
own home—and as gifts for your friends. Some 
of the garden flowers that dry best are salvia, 
Statice, strawflowers, globe amaranth, hy- 
drangeas, roses, lunaria or honesty, baby’s- 
breath and celosia or cockscomb. 

To dry these flowers naturally, pick them 
just as they become mature, and strip off all 
foliage. Tie in small bunches, hang in a mod- 
erately dark and dry place and allow about 
two weeks for most material to dry. 


Hydrangeas are an exception. They should 

be picked just after the peak of the blooming 
season, in early September or early October, 
stripped of leaves and hung upside down un- 
til dry. Or these blooms may be bleached and 
dyed. Bring a solution of half chlorine bleach- 
ing product and half water to a boil, and place 
one or two blossoms in at a time, stirring with 
a fork for a few seconds. Remove from solu- 
tion, rinse with cold water and spread on the 
grass or shrubbery in the sun to dry. Then the 
hydrangeas may be dyed many lovely colors 
by dipping in hot dye—the kind used in dying 
fabrics. 
@ Some other exceptions to the rule of drying 
at the mature stage are goldenrod, Joe-Pye 
weed and strawflower. These flowers should 
be only partially open when cut, as they open 
completely during the drying period. 

Another method of drying and preserving the 
color in flowers is the borax and corn meal 
mixture method. There is no deterioration in 
this borax mixture and it can be used year after 
year. If you plan to dry a large quantity of 
flowers, blend thoroughly 2 cups of borax and 
11 cups of corn meal, or a small amount in 
equal proportion. 

@ Perforate a large cardboard box with an 
ice pick, spacing the holes so that flowers will 
not be too close together. Then elevate the 
box so that the flower stems can hang through 
the perforations. Cover the bottom of the 
box with a thin layer of borax mixture; any

that sifts through the holes can be 
caught and saved. Insert flower stems 
through the holes, and carefully cover 
the flowers with the mixture. The 
average drying time is six or seven 
days. Here is a list of flowers that 
dry well in borax and meal mixture: 
zinnias, bleeding hearts, candytufts, 
daisies, delphinium, lilacs, marigolds, 
ajuga, pansies, violets, roses, feverfew, 
forget-me-nots and nandina blossoms. 

Branches of leaves may be preserv- 
ed by allowing them to absorb a mix- 
ture of two parts water and one part 
glycerin. August and September are 
good months for treating foliage; the 
growth is mature at this time and the 
results are good. Wash dust from the 
leaves, and crush the lower 2 to 3 
inches of the stems with a hammer. 
Next, stand material in a jar contain- 
ing glycerin solution which reaches 3 
to 5 inches up the stems. You can 
tell when the leaves have absorbed the 
glycerin by examining the veins. Most 
leaves require two to three weeks for 
this process. However, eleagnus turns 
a beautiful golden color when left in 
the solution for about six weeks. 
Beech leaves can be green or brown, 
depending on the time they are left 
in the mixture; soak about five days 
for dark brown leaves, a day and a 
half for green leaves. 

Berries, seed pods and cones may be 
dried by just storing them in a box. 
However, berries last much longer if 
they are dipped in a mixture of equal 
parts of clear white shellac and wood 
alcohol and then hung upside down 
to dry. 

Gourds, squash and pomegranates 
should be pricked with a large needle 
or ice pick to hasten drying inside. 
After they are completely dry, coat 
them with clear shellac. 

Lovely Christmas decorations may 
be made from dried material. If pods, 
cones and leaves are sprayed during 
the summer months they are ready for 
use before the holiday rush begins. 

So, gather materials now for your 
beautiful winter bouquets. Try to work 
on a warm, sunshiny day—and dry 
twice as much as you think you will 
need, as there is some shrinkage. [End]

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Religion and Health 


AT first glance, religious people may 
seem no different than others.

The presence or absence of religion 
in the patient and the doctor often 
makes the difference between success 
or failure, as the patient-doctor team 
battles sickness. 

When illness does come, in some 
cases, faith helps make possible the 
victorious conquest of disease. In 
other cases, it results in the victorious 
acceptance of disease or death.

More About 
Milo for Hogs 


ARKANSAS Experiment Station has 
been experimenting with “wet” milo 
(grain sorghum harvested and stored 
like silage, when moisture content is 
over 18%) as the main grain for hogs. 
It hasn't been as efficient, because: 

@ Average daily gains are 1.3 
pounds with wet milo, 1.36 with dry, 
1.39 with corn. 

@ It takes more feed per pound of 
gain (3.39 pounds) than with dry milo 
(3.06) or corn (2.37 pounds). 

@ Feed cost per pound of gain is 
higher with wet milo (10.9 cents) than 
with field-dry milo (10.3 cents) or corn 
(8.7 cents). 

But it is a way to make use of high- 
moisture milo that’s difficult to get dry 
enough in the field, and expensive to 
dry artificially. 

Researcher P. R. Noland concludes 
that at present prices, “good quality 
grain sorghum should be substituted 
(for economy-——at least partly) for 
corn in growing and finishing swine 
rations.” With corn at $1.08 a bushel, 
milo would be worth $1.78 per cwt. 
as replacement for corn. 


Which Crossbred 
Hog is Best? 


BEST crossbred hog, judging from 
Ark. Experiment Station trials so far, 
looks like a four-breed rotational cross 
using an Okla. State University Line 
8 Duroc boar on a three-breed-cross 
sow (Hampshire Line 14 x Beltsville 
No. 1 x Uark Poland China). Pigs 
from this mating have averaged 199 
pounds at 154 days of age (compared 
with 157 pounds for purebred Hamp- 
shires and 187 pounds for Beltsville 
No. 1 pigs). They've also averaged 
high in number of pigs saved per lit- 
ter (9.5 pigs per litter, to 154 days 
of age)—although there haven't been 
enough litters tested to make this 
figure mean much so far—and well 
above average, when slaughtered, in 
dressing percent (74.9% ), percent of 
primal cuts (46.05) and loineye meas- 
urement (4.08). Average backfat 
thickness has been 1.35—compared 
with 1.39 inches for purebred Hamp- 
shires, 

Almost as good as this mating is 
a three-breed rotation using the Uark 
Poland board on a Beltsville x Duroc 
Line 3 x Uark Poland sow.

Sheep promotion speaks up 


UNIQUE among farm product pro- 
motion agencies is the American Sheep 
Producers Council—because it’s the 
only one that’s financed by compul- 
sory contributions by producers. Vice- 
president of ASPC, and chairman of 
its Wool Committee, is Walter Pfluger, 
of Eden, Tex. His explanation of 
ASPC’s function: 

“I do not now or have I ever ad- 
vanced the idea that promotion is the 
sole answer to the sheep producers’ 
problems, or for that matter, the sole 
answer to any industry’s success, 
whether that industry be steel, textile 
or agriculture. However, promotion 
and advertising are recognized by in- 
dustry as an important and essential 
facet toward the improvement of its 
position and could be the vital key 
to its success or failure. 

“I must concur in the case of meats, 
(lamb, beef, pork, etc.) or for that 
matter any food product, that agricul- 
ture will not gain anything if a lot of 
the producers’ money is spent only in 
replacing one product for another, un- 
less an over-all percentage gain is at- 
tained. We Americans are not the 
greatest per-capita consumers of meat, 
even if we are the most financially 
able to buy. A percentage increase 
in consumption per capita plus a bet- 
ter acceptability of all cuts of meat 
(especially beef and lamb) would be 
an advantage and improvement. 


“Wool—here we have an entirely 
different situation. Our competition 
and fight for survival is not cotton, but 
synthetics or man-made fibers. Dur- 
ing the past 10 years we have lost to 
man-made fibers. Now most all the 
automobile upholstery and household 
furnishings, including blankets, and a 
portion of fabrics used in women’s, 
men’s and children’s wear are man- 
made fibers. However, in spite of all 
this, the past year wool consumption 
increased 28% over the previous year, 
which is encouraging. 

“The American Wool Council (Di- 
vision of the ASPC) has adopted the 
idea of American-made, or ‘natural 
wool loomed in America.’ In this we 
are not appealing to patriotism on 
the part of the consumer, but promot- 
ing the truth that American designers, 
manufacturers and mills produce a 
wool product equal to any in the 
world. 

“The American Wool Council has 
adopted the policy of cooperating 


with all segments of the wool industry 
on the assumption that American mills 
and manufacturers are the sole outlet 
for domestic growers’ wool. Only by 
having a strong domestic industry can 
we be assured of a ready market for 
our wool. We are receiving wonder- 
ful cooperation from American mills, 
manufacturers, cutters and designers. 
One example is our joint effort with 
the wool-knit group. This alliance has 
been very profitable from the stand- 
point of increased consumption and 
better prices percentage-wise on types 
of wool used in knit goods. In June, 
1959, a joint effort with the woolen 
and worsted group (approximately 100 
mills) was effected; given time, this 
organization's efforts will be profit- 
able. 

“In my opinion, there are many 
facets which the sheep producer must 
take into account for a successful 
operation, such as: 


@ Flock improvement and manage- 
ment 


@ Range improvement and man- 
agement 


Good marketing practices 
Finances 


Organization into state and na- 
tional groups so as to be effective 
legislative-wise 

Research (The National Wool 
Act does not allow funds to be 
used, unfortunately.) 


@ Promotion 

“The farming areas of our nation 
could survive, perhaps, without sheep, 
but a vast area of the United States, 
including the southwest part of Texas 
(Edwards Plateau region), would suf- 
fer financially if sheep could not be 
grazed profitably. Much of this area 
is rough and non-tillable, but ideally 
suited for sheep grazing only. 

“The chemical companies are spend- 
ing millions each year in research and 
promotion of their man-made fibers. 
If we stop our efforts—about $1 to 
their $10—can we survive as an in- 
dustry? 

“Personally, I feel very strongly 
that we sheep producers will have to 
keep telling the merits of wool to the 
consuming public to survive. All our 
publicity, merchandising material and 
advertising are directed to telling the 
merits and attributes of the wool 
fiber.”
